DEFIED B l TIME 


By ISRAEL KLEIN 
Science Editor, NEA Service 
The mysteries and wonders of 
radio grow even greater with tbs 
progress of this science. 
The latest concern th* broadcast­ 
ing of programs from London over 
the United States. 
Some of us 
might have become too blase, from 
the daily experience of listening 
to extensive network programs, to 
consider the significance of the 
recent London broadcast. 
But a 
little thought over the m atter and 
a review of the steps taken to 
make this relay possible might 
wake us up to the proper realiza­ 
tion of its meaning. 
Years ago, before chain broad­ 
casting cams Into being the one 
item that was popularly believed 
to prevent the consummation of 
this idea was tim*. 
Th* three 
hour* difference between the At­ 
lantic and the Pacific coasts occas­ 
ioned som* thought among radio 
enthusiasts. 
A 
dinner program 
originating 
In New York would strike the 
coast at S In th* afternoon. More 
serious than this, th* actual time 
for broadcasting a program so that 
it would greet th* ears of most 
radio fans the same evening was 
narrowed down to not more than 
two hours—those between 9 and 
l l eastern time, or 8 to 8 Pacific 
tim*. 
Before 
t, 
eastern 
time, 
broadcasting la ineffectual in the 
west, and after l l It is not so good 
in th* east. 
Room for Sponsors 
This 
limited 
time 
could 
not 
accommodate all radio advertis­ 
ers seeking to broaden their fan 
audience to include the entire coun­ 
try. 
So some of them have had 
to be satisfied with duplication of 
their eastern "hours” on the coast. 
The Eveready Hour appearing on 
the NBO network over the east 
and middle west at 9 o’clock east­ 
ern time on Tuesdays, for in­ 
stance, strikes the coast on the 
same relay at 6:30 Pacific time. 
But the Voice of Firestone, broad­ 
cast in the east on Tuesdays at 
8 eastern time, not so good an 
hour for coast fans, has to be re­ 
peated there at 9 Pacific time. 
Before the Pacific network was 
linked permanently with the two 
eastern chains of the NPC system, 
the Eveready Hour and others as 
well had to repeat their programs 
similarly. 
In fact, they had to 
build quite different programs be­ 
cause of the difference in talent 
available. 
This difference In time now ap­ 
pears to be one of the major dif­ 
ficulties in th# relay of London 
programs to the United States or 
of New York programs to England. 
Here the difference 
is 
is 
five 
hours from one side of the Atlan­ 
tic to the other, and eight hours 
If we consider the Pacific coast. 
Thus the London program with 
which the NSC surprised Ameri­ 
can fans the other day originated 
in England at 9:45 in the evening, 
Greenwich or London time. 
This meant that it was received 
here at 4:45 in the afternoon, an 
hour when most of us were think­ 
ing of leaving for home rather than 
listening in. 
The Pacific coast 
was out of this picture altogether. 
for the program would have reach­ 
ed there at 1:45, when even house­ 
wives-are too busy with their mar­ 
keting or their bridge to listen 
in. 
Situation Reversed 
If a similar stunt were tried 
from this side of th* ocean, the 
some situation would b* reversed. 
Either 
the 
American 
audience 
would have to be limited in order 
to reach the major part of the 
British 
audience or- vice versa. 
Time simply can’t be beat. 
Humorous possibilities of such 
international 
broadcasting 
arise 
from this difference in time. Imag­ 
ine a Londoner listening to some 
one In San Francisco eight hours 
before he actually goes on the air! 
And imagine, if you please, a Tokio 
program being received In Ameri­ 
ca the day before it is actually 
broadcast! That’s due to the ‘dif­ 
ference set up by the international 
date line running down the Pa­ 
cific. 
Really, however, all occurs at the 
same * time. 
Only our arbitrary 
time designations confuse us. 
With television in practice we d 
even se* things befor* they hap­ 
pened, due to our time differ­ 
ences. 
It is an Involved situ­ 
ation out of which rises the dif­ 
ficulty of scheduling programs for 
England and America which would 
at the same time reach the ma­ 
jority of listeners in both coun­ 
tries. This is hardly possible, ex­ 
cept perhaps on Sundays and hol­ 
idays when we’re at home. 
Engineering Not Bad 
Although 
engineers have been 
working for some time over the 
technical detail# of relaying a pro­ 
gram overseas, none of their prob­ 
lems equals that of th* tim© dif­ 
ficulty involved 
In 
this stunt— 
looking at th* matter from the 
popular point of view. 
Fading, 
static, antenna difficulties, power, 
wavelength and other such ques­ 
tions still troubling th* engineers 
will all be solved eventually. But 
the difference In time will remain, 
and that is what will interest the 
radio sponsor and his audience.

In one week WEAF and WJZ 
are on the air a total of 225 hours, 
or a n average of more than l l 
hours a day for each station* 
Lots of Jazz

of entertainment so often used as 
material for editorials bf writers 
who would not like it if it were 
good, actually takes up

per 
cent of program time. An analysis 
of a week’s program from WJZ 
and WEAF revealed that only l l 
hours was given over jazz, or less 
than three hours a day from both 
transmitters. 
Classical music, music 
of

type that has the stamp of ap­ 
proval of the most austers edu­ 
cators, takes up 28 per cent of th* 
program 
time.

Sentiment Midway

She was invited to come 
to California by Dr.

Three 
Santa Ana kindergarten children 
appeared with Miss Smith in her 
carrying out of the demonstration. 
If the preliminary tests reveal an 
abnormal condition in the eyesight, 
children are referred to specialists 
for consultation, it was pointed 
out. 
“The old notion that the eyes of 
a child can not be tested until he 
learns the alphabet holds good no 
longer," said Miss Smith. “Testing 
the accuracy of vision 
of 
small 
children once was a difficult prob­ 
lem, but now it is simplified Into 
a game which little boys and girls 
play with enthusiasm. 
“Through use of what Is known 
as tho ‘symbol E chart,' there has 
been devised a form of entertain­ 
m ent for the child which,

A bill just passed by the United States Senate 
raises the maximum penalties for violation of the 
Volstead law just 1000 per cent.

HARBOR BONDS AGAIN 


When will it stop? 
That is the question many 
are asking. 
For the last five years, with only a 
slight cessation now and then, the wave of pros­ 
perity has been rising more and more. 
Stocks 
have gone sky-rocketing.

that many stocks are selling at twenty times their 
earnings. 
Business expands more and more. Merg­ 
ers are an everyday occurrence. 
Industrial or 
ganizations are so big that to the average man 
they are becoming top-heavy. 
Still prosperity goes 
on. 
Comforts and luxuries are becoming a com­ 
mon possession. 
Most homes have their radios. 
Most families have their automobile. 
What if it 
is all being charged, the seller seems to be amply 
protected, and there are few losses. 
In the main 
the hills are paid, and with exorbitant interest 
added. 
We confess to a bewilderment over it all. While 
we cannot conceive of it going on indefinitely, it 
does go on. 
Now and then, a leader in the fi­ 
nancial and the business world sends forth a 
world of mournful prophecy, and the answer is 
another rise in stocks, greater earnings, and great­ 
er stock dividends. 
The people generally are sat­ 
isfied.

ORANGE COUNTY WEALTH 


Much discussion is taking place concerning the 
proposed bill for the creation of a harbor dis­ 
trict in Orange county. 
Those representing the 
harbor are anxious, naturally, that this bill shall 
pass which provides that bends may be voted on 
the district by a majority vote, whereas the con­ 
stitution and general law provides for a two-thirds 
vote. 
We are in favor of legislation providing that 
all matters shall be determined by the principle of 
majority rule. 
We believe that is a fundamental 
American and fundamental democratic principle, 
hence we are in favor of this hill as it is drawn. 
The argument that it is for the harbor or that 
the flood control legislation provides for a ma­ 
jority vote are not the reasons we believe in this 
principle. 
We would be glad to see the principle 
applied to all matters, and we make no exceptions. 
At the same time we recognize that there are those 
who would not agree with the abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule for this purpose or any other. 
Some 
of these people are distinctly in favor of the har­ 
bor district. 
They are for the harbor district and 
have always been for harbor bonds. 
But they 
are not for this hill. 
We believe that the immedi­ 
ate friends of Newport Beach should recognize 
the fact that people may be against this hill, and 
still he for the harbor. 
They cannot judge a 
man’s attitude upon harbor bonds or the harbor 
district by his attitude on this hill that has this1 
particular provision in it. 
An arbitrary standard cannot be erected by 
which loyalty and friendliness can be judged. 
We 
know of men who, when the opportunity is af­ 
forded to work for the voting of harbor bonds, 
will be leaders in such a campaign, hut who are 
at the same time in favor of having a vote on 
bonds by the two-thirds rule. 
We would not 
agree with them in this, hut we recognize their 
clear right to their opinion, and we cannot judge 
them with being against the harbor for that reason. 
We believe that if it were possible to have a 
provision that the money which was voted by this 
county should he matched by the government, and 
then only spent under government control, that 
bonds adequate in amount would be voted with­ 
out any question by either a majority or a two- 
thirds vote. 
This, in our judgment, is a more 
essential provision than the question of what num­ 
ber shall constitute the requisite majority. 
When 
it is finally worked out it will undoubtedly he on 
some such basis.

not true, that It did not actually 
happen that Washington chopped 
his father’s pet tree and owned his 
fault in the traditional terms of 
the tale does not matter in ths 
least. 
The truth of the legend is 
enough 
for Its 
symbolical 
pur­ 
pose. 
There is not the slightest doubt 
of Washington’s truthfulness, of 
his high sense of honor. And there 
Is no doubt about the need of 
presenting that phase of greatness 
to our children. 
There Is no bet­ 
ter way of teaching this to children 
than in the symbolic language of 
the story and the little hatchet. 
This Is a clever age. Boys and 
gills drive motors at sixty miles an 
hour—and more. 
They drive air­ 
planes across the 
sky. 
All 
the 
magic of speed and power and 
space la at their command. 
The 
new age is full of thrills and faith 
in the good of the older one is un­ 
certain. 
Better hold fast to some 
of It. 
Honor and service 
are ageless- 
Though to the spirit of youth life 
is new, all new, we of the older 
generation know that It holds the 
same promise, the same danger, the 
same stress and strain, battle and 
victory as of old. 
Those who go 


forward to carry the burden of the 
new day will, need most of all the 
ancient and long-proven qualities 
of manhood and womanhood. 
The 
qualities for which Washington Is 
honored are still to be held high in 
the esteem of mankind. 
Youth needs the inspiration of 
the spirit today as much as ever. 
The same cods that Inspired the 
youthful crusaders, that sustained 
the 
civilization 
of 
Greece 
and 
Rome, the same spirit that has led 
men from the beginning of time 
until now, still must live, still must 
carry on. 
The story of the cherry tree, the 
hatchet that goes with It are hon­ 
ored and honorable symbols. We’ll 
hold to them.
